LETTER FROM WASHINGTON. 

i Correspondence of the Louisville Democrat.] 
Washington, D. C , Feb. 22, 1852. 
Messrs. Editor t: After some lediousness and 
delay, we have turned up at the Capital. We 
spent several hours in the Senate, House, and 
Supreme Court of the United States very agree- 
ably, on Friday. Saturday neither branch o( 
Congress was m session. The House adjourned 
until Tuesday— the Senate until Monday; so 
you see both Houses are disposed to favor, 
though they cannot well celebrate the anniver- 
sary of Washington’s birth-day — coming, as it 
does, on the Sabbath. 

A feature quite in vogue, especially with the 
young and gallant men of Washington, is the 
President’s levees. They are held evtry Friday 
evening, and are attended by hundreds. It is 
quite amusing to see the starch and strut of 
sundry ladies and gentlemen on such occasions, 
whose only claims to notice are their singularity 
of dress or eccentricity of manners — either of 
which is ridiculous enough in a community so 
republican in character as our own.

Sir: 1 perceived by the WeHsville patriot of 
tbis week, that you were engaged in getting up 
a number of families for tbe purpose of estab 
lishing a settlement in the Territory of Nebras- 
ka. Quite a number of tbe most respectable ol 
our citizens in this region of country, design lo- 
eating themselves in some of our western States 
or Territories th a coming spring. We would be 
glad to have your answers to the following in- 
quiries at your earliest convenience, with a 
view to assist us in coming to a definite conclu- 
sion in regard to our locating in the district of 
the Territory which you design occupying. 

Question l. Where do you design locating? 

2. W hat is the character of the soil? 

3. Is it level, rolling or hilly. 

4. Is it timbered; if so, what kind and quali- 
ty? 

5. Do you eateem it healthy; and do you con- 
sider it likeiy to be subject to fever and ague? 

6 . Is coal to be found in any quantity; and is 
building stone abundant? 

7. Do springs of good water abound; and how 
is it for water powers? 

I have put my inquiries in tbe foregoing 
shape, with a purpose to enable you to give me 
your views with as little trouble to yourself as 
possible. I should like to know when you de 
sign leaving Cincinnati, and what the cost of 
passage will be from tnat point to your destina- 
tion, and tbe time likely to be consumed in the 
journey? 

If you can think of any other information 
which you may esteem of benefit, you will con- 
fer on myself and others a favor by communica- 
ting with us at an early day.

[Reply.] 

Answer 1. It is proposed to make a settle- 
ment on the westerly side of the Missouri river 
upon the unsurveyed public lands of the United 
States, from which the Indnn title has been 
extinguished. These lands lie along the north 
side of the line of fortieth degree of north lati- 
tude. There it another tract of land, equal to 
any in the world for beauty of scenery and fer- 
tility of soil, lying along the Blue river, and ex- 
tending upon both shores from a line running 
west from the source of the Little Nemaha riv- 
er down to within thirty miles of the mouth of 
the said Blue river, from which the Indian title 
has been extinguished. These lands are now 
open to settlement as other unsurveyed lands of 
the United States. 

2. Tbe soil of the lands in the eastern section 
of the Territory is a composite consisting of 
clay, sand, eshes, charcoal and decomposed 
vegetable matter, and exists in depths of from 
three to fifteen feet, and its productiveness is 
not surpassed by any other portion of the soil 
on the continent of America. 

3. The (ace of the country is diversified and 
beautiful. The bottom and table lands are lev 
el; but the largest extent of the country is com- 
prised of rolling prairies. The bluffs along the 
rivers are successions of small hills. There are 
no mountains in the Territory within six hun- 
dred miles of the Missouri river. 

4. The largest portion of the Territory is bald 
prairie; and the timber which exists is scattered 
along the bluffs on the rivers, and spread upon 
the shores and islands of tbe water courses. — 

The ]uantitv of timber a deficient for the whole 
country, but there is abundance on the tract of 
land where the settlement is proposed to be 
made, as well as along the Blue river. The 
timber on the Missouri river is principally cot- 
tor wood, but interspersed with elm, ash, syca- 
more. and the like. The timber on tbe lands 
where the settlement is proposed to be made is 
black walnut, butternut, oak, ash, elm and 
hickory. The timber most valuable for lumber 
is cottonwood and black walnut. 

5. The climate is variable, yet the country is 
ex'remely healthy. Fogs are of seldum occur 
rence- There are no morasses or stagnant pools 
of water; and the ague and fever are not like to 
prevail anywhere in the Territory, except it may 
be upon the river bottoms. 

6 Coal is known to exist in all parts of the 
Territory; but in what quantities has not been 
demonstrated Clay, sand and stone, well 
suited for building purposes, exist in abundance 
throughout the eastern part of the Terr.tory. 

7. Good pure water, ext ting in springs and 
brooks, is abundant; and water can b.' obtained

Tbe 
sweet quince >• a most deiicioua fruit, eatable 
in its raw state, and has all the rich flavor ol 
the soar variety. Further on, in a gorge among 
rocks, waa seen the great cactus, the rereus gi 
ganteus, which is thus described: 

"Thu monster of tbe cactus family assumes 
various forms — sometimes rising in a single flu 
ted column to tbe beigbtb of 90 or 40 feet; oth 
era, at 8 or 10 (eel from the ground, divide into 
two or more branches, which turn upward like 
the prongs of an inverted fork; others, again 
throw off four or more arms, disposed with 
(rest symmetry, appearing like giant candelabra 
These oovered the rocks on both sides for milea, 
and among them grew numerous bumbler ape 
etes of the same lamily, some loaded with neb 
ted fruit, others trailing their snaky branches 
over tha rocks, altogether forming a striking and 
peculiar vegeiauon, unlike auy thing we bud 
t* (ore sean." 



"On Thursday evening, soon after sundown, 
James N. Johnson, Francis A. Osborn and Geo. 

H. Smith, all living ir the same neigbb it hood, 
left Bryantown for their homes, and were soon 
afterwards joined by John and G. W. Smith, 
who were going part of the same road. Having 
reached the place where they were to turn off 
and separate from those they had overtaken, 

J. and G. W. Smith pursued their way home- 
ward, leaving tbe other party with a bottle en- 
joying its contents. At this place James N. 
Johnson was found on the succeeding morning 
(Friday) in a most deplorable condition, by a 
Mr. Pickrell and bis son, who were going to cut 
wood. He was burnt almost to a crisp from the 
pit of his stomach down to his knees, and 
straDge to say, was still alive and able to apeak. 

"Very soon, Mr. L. S. Robey was informed of 
the condition of this unfortunate man. and he 
immediately ran to bis assistance. Johnson 
was found about forty feet from the place 
where a large fire had been burning — in the 
cinders were discovered the buttons from his 
coat. He was taken home, and survived but a 
few minutes. In reply to a question asked him 
by Mr Robey, when this gentleman went to 
him, he said, *1 have been robbed and burned 
by t/um men.’ Who were tbe men he alluded 
to, will be for the grand jury to decide. The 
verdict of the jury of inquest held upon h a 
body, points to Francis A Osborn and George 
H. Smith as tbe persons. These men have been 
arrested and are no w iu our county jail. The 
circumstances related to us as having led to 
their being suspected of the murder we will not 
now detail." 

Another version of the affair, mentioned in 
tbe Marlboro’ Gazette, is, that Johnson was 
tied to • fence, fuel placed around him, and 
then aet on fire. The Times states that both 
the deceased and the accused, particularly the 
former, were greatly addicted to intemperance, 
and it may be possible, after all, that liquor has 
been his murderer.
